‘CO-PROSPERITY’ AT WORK ~ 
Tokyo Ordered Troops 
To Ravage Manila 


By FRANK ROBERTSON 


MANILA, April 1—(INS)—Documentary confirmation 
that the cold-blooded rape of Manila was ordered directly 
by the Tokyo high command was disclosed tonight in a 
bulky report which lists the bestial murder of thousands 
of civilian men, women and children during the Japanese 
defense of Manila. 

Based on affidavits by competant ecclesiastical, civilian 
and military witnesses, the interrogation of war prisoners 
and captured documents, the 200-page report fully sup- 
ports the sickening pictures of bayoneted babies, mothers 
with bayonet slashed breasts and piles of bound and 
burned corpses. The macabre testimony of the enemy’s 
coldly planned bestiality is “only a fragment of the mount- 
ing volume of available evidence,” the document states. 

It revealed that General Tomokuki Yamashita flew to 
Tokyo on Dec. 10 of last year to hear the city’s death sen- 
‘tence. He returned on Dec. 20 and left with Philippine 
Puppett President Jose Laurel for Bagui the next day. 

Japanese diary entries record the horrible crime or- 
dered by Tokyo. A member of the Aktsuki force wrote: 
“Feb. 7: 150 guerrillas were disposed of tonight. I per- 
sonally stabbed and killed 10. Feb. 9: Burned guerrilas t 
death tonight.” ; 

The Japs regarded everyone as guerrillas, including 
children. A Kobayashi group order dated Feb. 13 said: 
“All people on the battlefield (meaning Manila city) will 
be put to death.” 

A battalion order of the same date stated: “When Fili- 
pinos are to be killed they must be gathered into one place 
and disposed of with consideration that ammunition and 
manpower must not be used excessively. Because the dis- 
posal of bodies is a troublesome task, they should be gath-

LONDON, April 1.—(UP)—The | 
United Nations War Crimes Com- 
mission revealed tonight that a 


preliminary list of Japanese war 
criminals has been drawn up and 
sent to the 16 nations which are 
commission members. 

The commission report did not 
say whether the name of Emperor 
Hirohito will head the list of Jap- 
anese war criminals. But it em- 
phasized that persons listed as war 
criminals will not be secure 
against punishment merely  be- 
cause they happen to be heads of 
states. London reports recently 
have suggested that  Hirohito 
should be listed as a war criminal, 
CHUNKING ALSO INVOLVED | 

A number of charges against 
Japanese recently were heard in 
the commission’s London head- 
quarters. The report said that Jap- 
anese war criminals also are being | 
investigated by a pry ers 


which was set up at Chunking, 
capital of Free China, in May, 
1944, 

The sub-commission is also pre- 
paring lists to be sent. to other 
nations. Its chairman is Dr. Wang 
Chung-Hui, and it has held four 
meetings since last November. It 
is composed of representatives of 
Australia, Belgium, China, Czecho- 
slovakia, France, India, Luxem- 
bourg, the Netherlands, Poland, 
the United Kingdom and _ the 
United States. 

Only one major war criminal— 
Adolf Hitler—was mentioned by 
name in the commission’s report, 
and he was mentioned only in 
passing.

In disclosing that the heads of 
states will not be entitled to immu- 
nity as such, the commission em- 
phasized that orders from supe- 
riors\did not, in themselves, justi- 
fy a person of lesser rank in com- 
mitting a war crime.

Germans wanted by the Allies, in- 
cluding what the commission de- 
scribed as ‘“‘major and obvious war 
criminals such as Hitler.” 

A second list completed about 
the same time listed Italians want- 
ed by the Allies.

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American Tanks Are Superior Tanks 


From a man who ought to know has 
come authoritative denial of the oft-re- 
peated canard that American tanks are 
inferior to those in use by the Nazis. 


Assertions that our tanks are not the 
equal, indeed the superior, of their Ger- 
man counterparts are “wholly incorrect,” 
declares Gen. George S. Patton, pointing 
out that his Third Army, since its activa- 
tion on Aug. 1, 1944, has accounted for 
2.287 enemy tanks while suffering losses 
of 1,136—a ratio of better than two to one. 


“These figures of themselves refute 
any inferiority of our tanks,” Patton wrote 
Lt. Gen. Thomas T. Handy, deputy chief 
of staff, “but let me add that the Third 
Army has always attacked, and therefore 
better than 70 per cent of our tank casual- 
ties have occurred from dug-in antitank 
guns and not enemy tanks, whereas a ma- 
jority of the enemy tanks put out have 
been put out by our tanks. It is patent 
that if a Tiger tank with an enormous 
thickness of armor were put at one end 
of a village street and engaged in a fire 
fight with a Mark IV tank at the other 


end, it would win. But the Mark IV tank 
usually circumvents the slow and unwieldy 
Tigers and does not engage in a slugging 
match, but attacks them from the rear. 
With the advent of the heavy, cumbersome 
Tiger tank, the German, in my opinion, 
lost much of his ability in armored com- 
bat. These tanks are so heavy and their 
road life is so short that the German uses 
them as guns and not as tanks—that is, 
he uses them on the defense against our 
armor, whereas we invariably try and gen- 
erally succeed in using our armor on the 
offense against his infantry which is the 
proper use of armor.” 


American tanks are, in short, admitted- 
ly lighter than the German’ ones. * But 
they are thus more maneuverable. More- 
over, we could never have -got heavier 
tanks onto the beaches or across the rivers. 
And as for maintenance and ease of oper- 
ation, well, American mechanical genius 
is far superior to the foe’s. 


Our tanks are good tanks. Patton 
thinks so and he’s the man who's getting 
such splendid results from them. 


Bell Shoulders Its Share of the Tax Load 


Georgians have long been aware of the 
value of so great an industrial facility as 
Marietta’s gigantic bomber plant. But 
Cobb county taxpayers got a very practical 
and impressive reminder of it this week 
when the Bell Corporation made a volun- 
tary return of $4,265,075, thus cutting the 
county tax rate from $1.65 to $1.50 per 
hundred. 


The return was based on accounts re- 
ceivable on Jan. 1, all buildings and equip- 


ment being owned by the federal govern- 
ment and non-assessable. No return has 
been made heretofore as the plant has 
been on a cost-plus rather than fixed-price 
basis. 


In making the return, comments Otis 
Brumby’s Cobb County .Times, Bell has 
“set a good example for all our citizens, 
rich or poor, famous or obscure, for whom 
financial support of their government, na- 
tional and local, is a solemn and patriotic 
duty.” 


German Civilians Are Responsible, Too 


Reports from the western front indicate 
that German civilians—armed with pis- 
tols, rifles and shotguns—are providing 
harassing opposition in areas from which 
the vaunted Wehrmacht has fled. 


Nor, incidentally, is the sniping con- 
fined to the fanatical Hitler youth, the 
teen-aged toughs who have been nurtured 
- on the fallacy of the Nazi super-race. The 
civilians firing on our soldiers range from 


12 to 70. 


Allied forces are wasting no time in 
dealing with such civilian snipers. Nor 
should they. 


Meanwhile, we must remember all 
these things against the day when the 
whipped Germans come forth with a plain- 
tive plea that it was Hitler’s war, that 
the vast majority of them are not Nazis 
but simple, peace-loving people. 


The Need for Ships, and More Ships 


Despite the miraculously rapid con- 
struction of ships achieved by such build- 
ers as Henry Kaiser and Andrew Higgins, 
warning has been given by high Washing- 
ton authority that lack of shipping space 
will delay the return to this country of 
many of our men now fighting in Europe 
after the war on that continent is over. 


The primary cause for such lack of 
ships & the terrific need for them to carry 
the men and supplies which must be sent 
to the Pacific, to speed the defeat of our 
other enemy, the Japanese. 


Distances across the Pacific are so great 
and time of voyage so much longer than 
across the Atlantic, that three or four times 
as many ships are required to transport the 
same amount of material to that battle area 
as to the fighting fronts in Germany. 


Plans of the high command call for all- 
out attack against: Japan as soon as the 
conflict in Europe ends. That Pacific pro- 
gram has first priority on all available 
shipping. Some, of course, will continue in 
Atlantic service, carrying as much food 
and other material as we can reasonably 
spare for the starving, ravaged, but liber- 
ated countries of Europe. Presumably those 
ships will be able to carry some of our men 
back home on their return voyages. 


But the number will be comparatively 
small. Too, some of the units now in Europe 
will be sent directly to the Pacific, without 
intervening visit to this country. 


All of which adds up to the advice not 
to count too surely on the early home- 
coming of your GI when the German war 
is done.

Army Isnt 
Wasting Food

» PARIS—Dispatches from home report that the Army is accused 
of buying food and maintaining excessive food supplies in various 
theaters overseas. This brief report is based on official records 
concerning food supplies for American forces in the European thea- 
ter, which includes the United Kingdom and portions of Germany 
now in our hands. 

There is‘enough food on hand to feed American forces and 
those directly dependent on them for only 50 days. Early in the 
war, before German submarines were brought under control it 
was considered ordinarily prudent to keep a 75-day supply of food 
for American forces this side of the ocean. About a year ago that 
nome - 1p agg and two weeks ago it was further reduced to 

ays for e continent. It has been 45 s 
wr en for many months. ee oe 
50-day stock includes food still aboard ships in 
waters, food on docks, and food in transit to Soa phe reg en 
tually on any given day intermediate depots have food for only 
about 25 days, and advance depots immediately behind combat 
lines for only about ten. 

The daily ration for an American soldier contains 4,000 calories. 
This is 1,000 calories tess than the’ Army considered desirable 
before the war. Extensive field tests made in Britain more than 
two years ago showed 4,000 calories of properly balanced foods 
were enough. After observing these American tests the British 
nem tn “wand army ration from 3,300 to 3,800 calories, and re- 
cently they added another 150 calories. This leaves th 
of the American standard, but the average Amelia eaten 
heavier than the British soldier and needs more food. 

Troops in combat are allowed an extra 


Bonus for 
Combat 10 per cent. In addition there is a certain 


amount of loss along the fronts due to enemy action 
unavoidable waste. During the early part of the iesehende teu 
sion. beachhead troops used or lost on an average of about one 
and three-tenths rations daily per man. During recent fighting 
prior to the Rhine crossings, frontline consumption and loss aver- 
aged only about one and one-tenths rations per man. 

Ihe Army tries to serve the troop# fresh meats at 40 meals each 
month. Seldom is the actual average that high, partly because 
there is not enough meat and partly because when combat forces 
are moving ahead rapidly they must eat chiefly so-called opera- 
tional rations—canned C, K and ten-in-one. However, last winter 
during the fighting west of the Rhine, bread and hot meals were 
served from field kitchens almost literally in foxholes. 

At the present time foods short in this theater, for which less 
than 50 days’ stock is on hand are meats, flour, sugar and coffee. 
Stringent measures are taken to prevent food waste especially in 
the rear echelons. Lt. Gen. Lee, commanding general of communi- 
cations in the zone, is very strict about this. 


Maj. Gen. Robert M. Littlejohn, chief 
quartermaster, ETO, has long experience 
In special mass feeding. He insists not only on good, well-balanced 
diets, but proper cooking. To that end he has organized special 
mess teams consisting of two or three officers—one WAC dietitian 
~-and ten enlisted specialists. Whenever complaints indicate poor 
cooking, or charts show that garbage for a particular unit is run- 
ning high, a mess team is sent out to investigate and improve -the 
cooking. 

Despite all ‘thesé measures the total food consumption in the 
theater is rising. That is because the number of people which 
the Army must feed is rising. It now feeds approximately 5,000,000 
persons. - Besides troops, these include a French division in the 
Sixth Army group along the Rhine, some French civilians em- 
ployed by the American Army, displaced civilians—Russians, 
Poles and other liberated Allied people who must be fed until 
they can be sent home—and war prisoners. Some of these rear 
area groups receive smaller rations an the Army gives its own, 
but they still must eat. Al 

Only about seven per cent of ‘all food used by the American 
Army is purchaseable on this side. Britain and France both pro- 
vide some, but French supplies are so low that the Army buys only 
local surpluses, such as potatoes in Brittany. 

The American Army is unquestionably the best fed in the world. 
The American people want it to be. If there are excess food stocks 
here they don’t show on central control charts. Indeed stocks 
couldn't be held so low safely if lines of communication from the 
states to the front lines weren't absolutely secure and operated 
with clocklike precision.

Non-F raternization 
Rule Being Obeyed 


All reports on the conduct of our men now in- 

side Germany indicate that the order issued by 

' Gen. Kkisenhower, prohibiting fraternization with 
the German people, is being obeyed, 

Our Army is following the rule of avoiding everything which 
might give impression they are willing to meet the German civil- 
jans socially. The only contacts are those absolutely essential, and 
through the proper individuals to make these essential dealings. 

This is as it should be and, in practically all cases, as it would 
have been, with or without orders. For the Army man, be he pri- 
vate or general, who does not know the awful burden of guilt 
which rests upon the shoulders of all Germans, as a nation, is a 
rarity. These men have not only heard of German brutality, they 
have seen it. They remember their comrades who, captured during 
von Rundstedt’s abortive attack in the Ardennes, were slaughtered 
while helpless, unarmed prisoners of war, 

These men saw the evidence of German characteristics in the 
towns and cities and little villages of Belgium and Luxembourg 
and France. These men are not deceived by che oily smiles of 
folks who, just a few years ago, laughed and cheered at reports of the 
slaughter of tens of thousands of helpless women and children 


of other nations. 

Someday, if the German people 
someday, But Not Now learn the bitter lesson now offered 
them, if they undergo such a change of heart they become, basically, 
decent, civilized and potential good neighbors, the rest of the world 
may be able to extend and accept the hand of brotherhood and once 
again repose trust in and enjoy friendship with them. But not 
now. Not while their hands, as a nation, are still red with the 
blood of innocents they slew, while the odor of carnage still clings. 

The proper attitude for Allied troops moving into Germany must 
be one of cold, indifferent, official-only dealings with the civilian 
population. 

It will be, in many instances, difficult to avoid making friend- 
ships. The Germans will be extremely anxious to prove what “nice” 
people they are. All through history the Germans have been the 
most politely apologetic, even abject, folks when they were the un- 
derdogs. And the most arrogant, strutting creatures when they 
thought they were on top. 

Germany, as a whole, is a beautiful and neat country. German 
homes are clean and well kept, German housewives are among the 
finest in the world. The average little German home, the average 
German farm, is far cleaner, more attractive and better kept than 
similar places in other European countries. To unthinking boys, 
lonely over there, and with little to occupy their attention once the 
fighting is over, this surface appearance of good citizenship and 
decent folks: will have strong appeal. They must never forget, 
as long as troops of occupation remain in Gerfnany, that this appar- 
ently good, decent, cleanly fd#iks are the ones who must for all 
time bear the responsibility for the most atrocious crime in history. 


The Last Time 


American troops stayed in occupied Germany, 
at the Coblenz bridgehead, for several years 
after the last war. The last of those troops came home on an 
army transport that landed at Savannah. I met that transport, 
going aboard from the coast guard cutter, the U.S.S. Yamacraw, 
about 20 miles out in the river mouth. 

On board were quite a number of German women, wives of 
our soldiers. Girls they had met and married inside Germany. In 
saying here that it is to be hoped there is little, if any, of such 
international romance this time, I mean to cast no reflection upon 
these girls I saw on that transport, the St. Mihiel. 

Those troops of ours had been in Germany when German money 
was so inflated it became practically valueless. An American sol- 
dier’s pay of, then, $30 a month was the equivalent of a millionaire’s 
income. On board the St. Mihiel were automobiles, grand pianos 
and all sorts of costly things those boys of ours had bought out 
of their army pay. Those wives of theirs wore luxurious fur coats 
and expensive jewelry. 

I wondered, that night, as 1 strolled down Bull street and saw 
these German girls window-shopping, what they were thinking as 
they compared the price tags on the things they saw in Savannah's 
stores, with the pay their husbands drew in the army. 

Incidentally, I have been told that a number of those boys of 
ours, with their German wives, settled in Savannah after army 
discharge and that, practically without exception, they prospered 
and made good citizens. 

Still, it is going to be a shameful thing, for many years to 
come, to admit German nationality. And I do think it will be better 
if that non-fraternization order continues to be scrupulously obeyed 
and there be no romantic episodes, legitimate or under the rose, 
between American soldiers and German women.

George Is Pleased 
With Rate Victory 


WASHINGTON—The immediate practical 
effect of the supreme court decision in the Geor- 
gia freight rate case should be to spur the 

Interstate Commerce Commission on to wipe out out the discrim- 
inatory differentials in interterritorial rail tariffs which long have 
been a subject of complaint by the Southern Governors’ Conference. 

As a close student of the situation, Sen. Walter F. George, for 
one, believes that these are some of the benefits to be immediately 
forthcoming from the high court’s action, 

In view of the supreme court's decision, the ICC, as the Geor- 
gia senator sees it, cannot afford to delay further a readjustment 
of the southern rate structure. He expects that henceforth the 
commission will apply itself more diligently to the complaint of 
the southern governors and order the remedies demanded. 

These may come piecemeal or in whole, but Sen. George is of 
the opinion that before the supreme court settles the final ques- 
tion, as raised by Gov, Ellis Arnall, most of the adjustments will 
have been made by the federal rate-making agency. 

The impact of the supreme court decision to assume original 
jurisdiction in the controversy will carry that far, it is held. 


The reasons for this are obvious. It would be a disastrous 
blow to the ICC if the high court should subsequently hand down 
a decision throwing out rates it had previously approved as unfair 
and discriminatory. The commission would be brought into dis- 
repute by a decision of the kind. It would tend to support the 
charge of the southern complainants that eastern representatives 
on the commission have been too much under the influence of the 
railroads, which long have been suspected of dominating the actions 
of the agency. 

That would be too much of a load for the commission to carry. 
It has it in its power to correct the situation by making an equitable 
adjustment of rates before the highest tribunal finally decides the 
casé. 


: This final decision may not be forthcoming 
Plenty of Time for two to five years. Hence there will be 
plenty of time. First, it will be necessary for a master to take 
voluminous testimony on the issues involved.. The railroads may 
be expected to draw this procedure out indefinitely. Then the 
findings of the master will be presented to the supreme court for 
determination. All of this will take a certain amount of time. 

As a matter of fact, some surprise Was occasioned here by tme 
failure of the ICC.-to hand down a decision in the southern gover- 
nors’ rate case before the supreme court acted the other day im 
the Arnall action. 

All hearings and studies in connection with the petition of the 
governors have been completed, and grapevine sources have had 
it that the commission has been ready to act since the beginning 
of the year. . 

The suggestion is heard that the commission may have delib- 
erately held. up: its findings until the supreme court acted. 

If the court had rejected the Arnall complaint, that would 
have given the commi a freer hand to deal with the situation, 
whereas a decision of’ the kind reached would have serious impli- 
cations as to the commission’s future actions. 

But what the delay means, if anything, 1s difficult to say. 

It is not illogical to suppose, however, that as a result of the 
high court’s ruling the ICC may give further consideration to the 
whole rate question before rendering a formal de¢ision. And such 
a delay might be interpreted as favorable to the demands of south- 
ern shippers. . 

In any event, Sen. George and others who have closely fol- 
lowed the situation believe that the effect of the Arnal! victory 
before the supreme court will have beneficial results with the ICC, 


That body can now hardly afford té follow its policy of delay 
any longer. The supreme court has dumped the southern rate issue 
into the commission’s lap with a heavy thud, and the agency must 
now do something about it. If it does not it stands the chance of 
being repudiated and discredited later. _ 

Regardless of the final outcome of his action. before the court, 
Gov. Arnall, it seems, has at least accomplished this much—and 
that is more than anyone else has been able to do in the fight of 


some forty years standing.

ALONG THE RHINE.—lIt was quiet here on 

the road in the woods, and damp from a heavy 

a fog that hung low about the trees. We were close 

to the war, not too close, but close enough for an ordinary civilian. 


Down the hill at the end of the 
road, not more than a_ mile, 
though the fog blotted it out from 
where I stood, was the little town 
of Boppard. American forces were 
preparing to cross the Rhine there, 
another of that series of crossings 
which now has taken the armies 
across the water barrier and far 
beyond. 

This operation had begun in the 
middle of the night. It’s a strange 
feeling you get, even when safe 
from any sort of danger, a feel- 
ing which has a kinship with the 
chill and the damp and the fog, 
a serious uncertainty clutching at 
your inside, because you are close 
to the scene of action where men 
are trying to kill each other, 
though the woods look peaceful. 


Then you ask yourself why you 
are here. ‘:But here you are. You 
think very much about your own 
skin. It’s all very unreal. It’s 
hard to belteve. It’s hard because 
here, close to it, you still don’t 
beliéve it could go on. You don’t 
want to believe that it goes on. 
It’s like something in a dream. 
But still there is the intermittent 
dialogue of the artillery, like the 
occasional monosyllabic remarks 
of two women, understanding old 
friends, as they sit at their sew- 
ing. 

This sound artillery, too, 
seemed unreal, something you 
couldn’t believe for what it really 
was. A gun near us, in the woods 
off from the road, parked every 
so often, a minor sort of pop, muf- 
fled by the fog. 

There was no _ reverberation 
along the river as might be ex- 
pected. Behind us on our side of 
the river, far off, there was a big- 
ger gun, with a more mature 
voice, and from across the river 
there came the occasional sound 
of the German artillery. It seemed 
a long way off. They were play- 
ing a game with each other, not 
really very serious yet.

He took it in the spirit in which 
it was said. He explained .that 
the Navy had a number of these 
boats in the vicinity. They have 
helped with various crossings of 
the Rhine. 


Presently smaller vehicles were 
permitted *to move, though the 
larger ones were held back. So 
we drove on down the hill, with 
the town and the river still hid- 
den behind the wall of fog. The 
artillery continued its broken con- 
versation. 

We came out of the mist “and 
into the town. For several blocks 
we rode through it. owe stopped 
and spoke to a group of medica! 
troops waiting in a doorway of 
a building for the call. They had 
not been needed so far. 

In the center of the town we 
stopped and talked with an MP 
who said the Germans had thrown 
a few shells into the town the 
night before, and now their guns 
were dropping a random shell 
here and there in the river, with 
no damage reported yet. We de- 
cided we had come close enough 
to the war, and we went back 
up the hill and on our way. 

Later I watched for news of 
this operation, for, this was my 
own little piece of war. 

Though the Germans showed 
little opposition at first, they lat- 
made it right hot. But the 
crossing was made successfully, 
and another American force was 
on its way to Perlin.,

Father Cosgrave said: “Then the 
officer gave the command and at 
once soldiers began bayoneting 
men, women and children alike. 
The soldiers then retired and we 
heard them drinking outside. Fre- 
quently, during the afternoon, 
they came in to watch us and 
laughed and mocked at the suf- 
fering of their victims. Some- 
times the Jap soldiers came in 
and tried to violate young girls 
actually dying.” 

50 BOL*ES IN SMALL ROOM 

At least 400 civilians and prob- 
ably many more ‘were crowded 
into Fort Santiago to be murdered, 
In one small room, 12 by 15 feet, 
the shot, stabbed and starved 
bodies of 50 people were found. 

In another “windowless room 
about 20 feet square, there were 
about 75 people in such a _ bad 
state of decomposition, that it was 
impossible to tell their race, na- 
tionality or the causes of their 
death,” the report stated. 

Modesto Farolan, acting manag- 
er of the Philippines Red Cross, 
testified that the Japs entered the 
Red Cross building on Feb. 10 
and shot and bayoneted everyone 
they could find, including bedrid- 
den patients. 

Page after page of the report 
tells the same story of horror 
and wanton killing. 

The report disclosed that pup- 
pet President Laurel attempted to 
have military installations re- 
moved from Manila for the safety 
of civilians on Dec. 5, in a con- 
ference with Cabinet Member 
Aquino. Gen. Yamashita admit- 
ted to them the indefensibility of 
Manila, but when asked why Ma- 
nila was not declared an open 
city, he replied it would reflect 
on the reputation of the Japanese 
forces. 

“GLORIOUS” DEATH ORDERED 

Captured diaries reveal that 
every Jap had een ordered to 
fight to death in Manila. A cap- 
tured order for Feb. 13 reads: 
“This unit will make preparations 
for an all-out suicide attack. Ev- 
ois man will attack until he 
achieves glorious death. Not even 
one man must become a prisoner. 
The wounded will be made to 
commit suicide.” 

The evil spirit who unleashed 
these fiends, whose vicious terror 
was enormously magnified by cold 
military necessity, can be found 
in Tokyo. Even Gen. Yamashita 
wavered and flew to Tokyo to 
get his orders. 

Thereafter, like pressing an elec- 
tric button, the order for exetu- 
tion was broadcast from Tokyo 
on Jan. 28 and repeated Feb. 4. 

Direct responsibility for this 
crime rests with the Japanese 
high command and the govern- 
ment of Japan represented by the 
Emperor. The people of Japan 
cannot ultimately escape the aw- 
ful weight of moral participation 
and moral guilt in the crime of 
Manila.

Dixie Wood, Inc., has been authorized to cut 19,000 acres of pine 
timber in Jones and Jasper counties by the Fish and Wildlife Service 
of the U. S. Department of the Interior, with an expected profit to the 
government of $70,000, Roy Moore, assistant region director, has | 


announced. 

The acreage to be cut covers 
approximately one-third of the 
Piedmont National Wildlife Ref- 
uge. The purpose of the cut is 
to improve the timber and land 
in the refuge for deer, wild tur- 
keys and other game, Moore said. 

Albert Ernest, owner of Dixie 
Wood, estimated that the project 
will produce a minimum of 5,000,- 
000 board feet of saw timber a 
year and 50 carloads of pulpwood 
a week. Both saw timber and 
pulpwood are classed by the gov- 
ernment as critical to the war ef- 
fort, he added. 

Cutting will begin this week, 
Ernest said, and the cutting period 
will cover two years, The opera- 
tion will be a “managed cut,” 
with the fish and wildlife serv- 


ice marking timber which is to 
be felled. Dixie Wood will pay 
the government one dollar a cord 
for pulpwood and eight dollars 


per thousand board feet for saw 
logs. The government will re- 
turn 25 per cent of profits from 
the acreage to the counties in 
which it is located, Moore said. 
Ernest stated that labor for the 
project will be furnished by the 
Monticello (Ga.) prisoner of war 
camp, with a lumber camp to be 
established in the cutting area, 
Two ‘small sawmills will go into 
operation on the project imme- 
diately, and logs and pulpwood 


will be shipped to Union Bag & 
Paper Company, Savannah, for

‘DON’T KID YOURSELF’ 
Nip Atrocity Stories True, 


Pacific Air Vet Says 


By STERLING SLAPPEY. 
“Don’t any of you folks back here kid yourself. All these Japanese 


atrocity stories are true. 

“I know. I lived with the 
guerrillas on Leyte for 39 days.” 

Lt. Marion C. Felts was calmly 
speaking. The 2l-year-old fighter 
pilot, a native of Roberta, Ga., dark 
and olive skinned, almost as dark 
as the Filipinos who saved his 
life, did not mind telling about 
what he knew to be true, but 
what so many refuse to believe. 

“They (the Japs) are fanatics. 
They aren’t like we are. They 
don’t think the same way we do. 
Those little —— will take a lot of 
beating. You've heard all of that 
before, but it’s true. I know it’s 
true.” 

On Nov. 2, 1944, Lt. Felts was 
in a three-plane flight of P-38 
“Lightnings” over Ormoc Valley 
on Leyte island in the central 
Philippines. The American forces 
of Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger’s Sixth 
Army were fighting across the 
spiny mountains that backbone 
Leyte. 

ZEROS APPEAR 

From the clouds above them 10 
Japanese Zero fighters dropped on 
the Lightnings and the Americans 
went into the contortions of a dog- 
fight. One American fell. A Zero 
followed him to smash into the 
earth of the vital Philippine 
island. Two more Zeros fell— 
this time from the cluster of 50- 
caliber machineguns in the nose 
of Lt. Felts’ plane. 

*As the second Jap plunged to 
the earth, the right engine of the 
Georgian’s plane began smoking 
and then turned into a blazing 
fire. Lt. Felts parachuted out of 
his falling plane. ? 

On the way to the ground that 
teemed with Jap infantrymen and 
artillerists, the Georgian felt a 
Jap bullet smash into his right 
arm. The Japs under him and 
the planes above him were both 
shooting as he hung helpless in 
the air, “a sitting duck if there 
ever was one,” he explained. 

He started a swaying movement 
as he dropped to the earth, and 
when he struck the ground he was 
in the fire of a Jap machinegun, 
only 30 yards away. While he 
was disengaging himzelf from his 
parachute that had been perforat- 
ed by Jap fire, two Filipinos ran 
up to him, dragged him to his feet 
and started running with him 
towards the protecting screen of 
tropical undergrowth and the hills 
only a few hundred yards away. 


ESCAPE INTO HILLS 

As they ran one of the Filipino 
guerrillas turned and said, “Nice 
show—let’s hurry!” The three 
men outran the Japs who had be- 
gun chasing them and escaped into 
the hills. 

About two miles from where he 
fell, the two guerrillas stopped 
and gave Lt. Felts some of their 
paltry rations and bandaged his

That chase was the beginning 


of 39 days which io Lt. Felts 
weren’t as horrible as some peo- 
ple might think. Why? “You 
know, Filipinos are far better 
Americans than we’ll ever be,” he 
explained.

lines so they could see the first 
American to return to Ormoc val- 
ley after the surrender of the 
Philippines. Lt. Felts was hugged 
and kissed by hundreds of wor- 
shipping natives who had been 
told by the Japs that the Amer- 
ic?ns would never return. 


During his 39 days with the 


| guerrillas, Lt, Felts went on raid- 
|ing parties, lived on caribou, oc- 


casionally a chicken and more 
often present than absent, rice, 
rice, rice. He saw Japs as they 
ransacked villages, burning and 
pillaging. 

Other Filipinos showed him 
bayonet scars where they had 
been stabbed and slashed by the 
Japanese who sought an unjusti- 
fied revenge on a peaceful peo- 
ple. Many natives joined his band 
of guerrillas and with murder in 
their ;hearts told how their homes 
hac been burned. 

Lt. Felts made five futile at- 
tempts to escape from Ormoc val- 
ley, one of them a long, hard trek 
over a range of mountains to the 
sea where he hoped American 
patrol torpedo boats would be 
waiting to take him to safety. 

On the sixth attempt Lt. Felts, 
accompanied by several of the 
guerrillas, managed to make con- 
tact with a Catalina Flying Boat 
and Lt. l'elts was flown to Leyte 
bay and then to Biak island off 
New Guinea. 

The guerrillas were left behind 
and not long after his escape 
American divisions who had in- 
vaded Leyte broke through the 
Jap lines and completely en- 
gulfed Ormoc. valley and the Fili- 
pinos who had befriended Lt. Felts 
were freed. 

The veteran of 153 combat mis- 
sions and killer of seven Japanese 
in the air and many more in the 
Philippines while he was with the 
guerrillas, wears 
aplenty, manifesting in a small 
way his government’s debt to him. 
He wears the Purple Heart, Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross, Air Med- 
al with four Oak Leaf Clusters, 
American Theater ribbon, Asiatic- 
Pacific Medal with three cam- 
paign stars, the Philippine Libera- 
tion Medal and the Distinguished 
Unit Badge with three Oak Leaf 
Clusters.

I just heard of a veteran who 


got himself a truit farm after he 
left the service. Oranges and lem- 
ons. True, the buildings on the 
place were sort of swayback like 
an old farm horse, but the trees 
were enjoying good health and 
there were a lot of them. 

The first month he had the place 
he didn’t make any money. No 
fruit. Just some blossoms. 
odor was out of this world 
he couldn't sell the smell. So. 
my friend went to a United States 
employment service- office, filled 
out a form which showed that he 
lradn’t made any money .out of 
his venture during the previous 
month and, in a couple of weeks, 
he got $100 from the government! 

The next month, the same thing 
happened. Third month — pretty 
much the same. By this time, the 
petals of the blossoms had flut- 
tered away like a lazy snow-flurry, 
and small, new fruit dotted his 
trees. Three months had gone— 
and now a couple of more filed 
by, Indian fashion. That was $500 
the government had paid him. 

Then came a month when the 
fruit was ready. He netted about 
$300 that month, then $500 the 
next month. And during the next 
two months he made more good 
money. Of course, the govern- 
ment didn’t pay him anything dur- 
ing those four months, but the 
following month, his fruit having 
now been sold, he made no money; 
so back he went to the USES of: 
fice, filed a form, and collected 
$100. 

And I can hear you screaming, 
“How long has this been going 
on?” Well, it’s been just since Oc- 
tober, 1944. Let me tell you about 
it, in case you don’t know, 

If you work for yourself, the Gl 
Bill of Rights speaks of you as 
“self-employed for profit.” So, 
brother, if you’re an eligible vet- 
eran, this is your chance to start 
that business of your own. You 
can work for yourself in any trade, 
business, profession or other voca- 
tion, 

The law also says “in an inde- 
pendent establishment,” but re- 
mind me to find out what that 
means. It would seem that self- 
employment in any “trade, busi- 
ness, profession or other vocation” 
just about includes the works. 


Anyway, if you are self-em- 
ployed, you’re guaranteed a hun- 
dred dollars income each month 
for a maximum of 12 months, de- 
pending on length of service. You 
go to work for yourself. Each 
month you add up yowr business 
expenses, then add up your gross 
income. If, above expenses, you 
haven’t cleared a hundred dollars 
for yourself, the government will 
make up the difference. This holds 
even if you didn’t make a dime or 
if you lost money. You will get

'bought a small chicken farm on 


the hundred—if you go after it. 
Any U. S. Employment Service 


office has a simple form to be 
filled out whenever you find that 
you didn’t net a hundred in any 
one month, It’s V. A, finance 
form 1387. And the veterans’ 
representative in the USES office 
will help you in making out the 
form. So, for those of us who go 
in business for ourselves—any 


Don’t overlook this bet. 


Of course there can be compli- 
cations. A veteran who had 


the uneasy payment plan, also 
acquired a hundred smal! chick- 
ens. After two months he had 
only 91. He'd lost four to death, 
two to hawks and three, I guess, 
to wanderlust,. 


At the USES office, he filled out 
his form. It showed he had made 
$75 during one month. As an ex- 
ample, he entered the cost of the 
nine chickens. That started an in- 
ternal argument, and it wasn’t 
long before all concerned were 
scarcely on glaring terms. Was 
it an expense, or was it normal 
expected loss, or was it and so on? 
The argument hasn't exactly end- 
ed, although the USES has asked 
its higher regional office for an 
official ruling. 


Logic would seem to make it 
an expense, But, if there is ma- 
terial for an argument, I say forget 
the argument and yes the veteran. 

The question of what makes you 
eligible for this self-employed guar- 
antee of $100 a month will have to 
go over until next time.
